pers. It is presumed that the associa- 
tions relbtive to the Chinese situation 
are approaching another phase and some 
new announcement may bo in course of 
preparation by this government. To- 
day's consultation with Minister Wu 
may have been inspired by a desire tt> 
learn more of the personality of the 
notables who have been proposed to 
represent the Chinese side of tbe com 
mission that may be forbaod to effect u 
Nettlement cf tho trouble. Minister Wu 
is a strong adherent of Li Diuug Chang. 
There is much speculation concerning 
the probable composition of the Ameri 
can side of the commission, if the peace 
negotiations should be entrusted to sucn 
a body. 
Among the men mentioned us 


likely to have a place on it, is Gen, John 
W. Foster, but it is regarded as more 
than probable that, ii he did serve, it 
would be in nis old capacity as repre- 
sentative of the Chinese government. 
General Foster was associated with Earl 
Llin the peace negotiations that fol- 
lowed the close of the war between 
Ohinu and Japan, and it Is known that 
Li has the highest appreciation of the 
work that he did for China at that time 
There has been a dearth of official news 
from China today. General Chaffee got 
4: despatch through, indicating that 
couriers still have to be employed to fill 
in the gap in the railroad and tele- 
graphic communications between Pa- 
kin and Tien Tain. The despatch makes 
no mention of the military situation, 
aud it is presumed that it is quiet. 


Agrees With Russia. 


LONDON, Sept. 8, 2:00 A. M.—It is 


asserted that the Austrian foreign office, 
according to the Vienna correspondent 
of the Daily Mail, like Russia, has 
agreed on a compromise policy in the 
Chinese problem, providing for the 
fcransferral of the main body of .troops 
from Pekiu to Tien Tsin, which will be 
the military headquarters, and leaving 
only a small portion uf the troops in 
the Chinese capital. 


No New Feature. 


LONDON, Sept. 8, 3:00 A. M —The 


Chinese crisis offers no new feature this 
morning. Nothing seems certain. Ac 
cording to the reports from Berlin and 
Vienna, which have an air of assumed 
authority, Russia .appears inclined to 
adhere to her intention of withdrawing 
her troops from Pekin, no matter wha! 
the other powers may do.

He has always 
carried himself in tbe interests of his 
constituents and to his own credit, and 
thus it is not at all strange that in tbe 
present campaign, the democratic edi- 
tors are driven to rehash that old canard 
abo.ut the senator's "stealing" Florida 
in a warm election, once on a time. It 
is quite needless, perhaps, to add that 
this can act only as a boomerang on 
those who have resurrected it. As cam- 
paign ammunition for the democratic 
party, it is not worth the paper upon 
which it is written.

tor Chandler is not a man to be defeat- 
ed by any rival of averoge abjlity. H 
is a fighter all the time. He is n 
sourcefnl, tactful and quick to think, 
and in a political debate, few are the 
politicians who can more than hold 
their own with him.

HOW GILLETTE 6OTT STAftTED. 


Early D*y« of tlie Famcwi* Actor and 


Playwright-. 


"When Gillette had graduated from the 


public school and from the high school at 
Hartford," says Richard ODuffi in Ains- 
lee's, "his family wished to send him to 
i'ale. But Gillette looked on his future 
differently. 
" 'I had got the fever to go away from 


home and swim out,' he eaad, In alluding 
to this period. 'I suppose everybody gels 
it some time. Of course I thought I 
should go on the stage, although I did not 
see my way clear just then. My father 
let me have my way. He liked oratory 
very much and spoke well when he need- 
ed to, though ho was rather a silent man. 
" '1 remember the day he drove me 


down to the station. He had taken two 
of my brothers on the same errand be- 
fore me. One went to California and 
died there. The other was killed in the 
war. 
"William," he said, "you're the 


third son I've driven to the train like this. 
Tbe others have never come home. I 
trust you. will prove an exception." 
" 'I went to St. Louis—just as far as 


my money would take me—and I got my 
first job because I told the man I didn't 
want a.uy salary, only the job.' 


"That's the way Mark Twain secured 


his first job as a compositor. It seems 
to be a good way—if you don't hold the 
job too long. Gillette had this view, and 
he did his best meanwhile to work his 
way behind the scenes. There was no 
opportunity in St. Louis, he soon found, 
and he drifted away till he reached New- 
Orleans. 
After he had persislenlly an- 


noyed the manager of the stock compa- 
ny'at the Si. Charles theater he was al- 
lowed to play utility parts and supes. 
The manager saw no way out of it ex- 
cept by resigning. 
" 'My greatest disadvantage in those 


days was my height. I was so tall be- 
side the average actor they couldn't place 
me. I got frightfully discouraged after 
awhile, and I wrote a vaudeville sketcl 
for myself in the belief that I woulc 
have to quit the legitimate. The very 
first part I played was an Indian. I 
was in a play Oliver Doud Byron brought 
to the St. Charles. Two years later it 
Cincinnati, when I was in Macauley's 
stock company, he came there in the 
same play. 
Some other infernally tal 


man had the Indian then. 
I chaHei 


Byron about his playing ihe same ol 
part while I had made some progress in 
two years. 
" 'But directly after I left New Or 


leans I came to New York and got "fore 
man of the jury" in John T. Raymond' 
run of "Colonel Sellers" at the Park the 
ater. 
The part consisted of the lines 


"We have" and "Not guilty." 
I sai 


them a whole season and got $10 a week 
for doing it. At the same time I was 
taking a scientific course at the Universi- 
ty of New York.' 


"Tho next season Gillette did much 


better. He got the district attorney in 
the Union Square run of 'Colonel Sel- 
lers.' 
The part gave him opportunities 


by which he profited. People began to 
know he was on the stage. After that 
he went to the Globe theater in Boston, 
where he played numerous small roles 
and character 'bits.1 He spent his spare 
time in taking a special course at the 
Institute of Technology. His next jump 
was to Macauley's stock company at Cin- 
cinnati, and here alter two years of 
drudgery he got that chance for which 
every actor and actress not yet arrived 
hopes and prays for with every breath 
drawn. It is to have a full house, a fat 
part and lo grip bolh. Every eye in ihe 
audience rivets on your expression, move 
and gesture. 
Every ear is strained to 


catch your lines. 
Every line you say 


takes, and when the scene comes—the 
groat scene that is yours—you hold them 
in your power, fascinated. 
Then you 


free them to clap, to stamp, to shout, to 
whistle maniacally, tvhich is their grati- 
tude for the anguish you have laid on 
their hearts. 
Gillette's moment came 


entirely by accident. 
" 'Macauley himself nlaycd the part,' 


he said, referring to lhat night, 'but he 
fell ill, and it was given to me. The play 
was from the French and I believe was 
called "The Mother's Secret." The piece 
was being done at the same time at the 
Union Square in New York. The part 
was a good one aud just in my line. The 
people seemed to like the way I did it, 
and from the after developments it look- 
ed as though I had made my first real 
hit.'" 'Somehow it did not interest me as 
much as I had expected. You see, I had 
been working all that season on my first 
play,."The Professor," and it was finish- 
ed just about the same time. I did not 
try to do anything for the next two years 
except to get "The Professor" put on. 
And I had plenty to do, I assure you. Fi- 
nally "The Professor" was produced at 
the Madison Square theater June 1, 188-. 
It ran for six months.' "

BO mot tal sick of the sweetness of it, 
which you smell and taste, too, with ev- 
ery breath, that you'd be glad to fill up 
with anything that would offset it, even 
if it was wormwood. I've seen the time 
I felt as if I could drink a gallon of vine- 
gar flavored with lemon juice at a gulp. 
That voyage was a sufferer, sure enough. 
We couldn't live- between decks at al!, 
and we all berthed as near the stern rai1 
as we conld get and even put out tho 
small boats when it was still and lay in 
them to get .relief. 


"When provisions had to be got out of 


the hold, the cook went down with jute | 
bap;?ing tied over his nose and mouth to |

An Experience Witu 


Herring In YorU Harbor, Me. 


"The last time I was in York Harbor, 


Me.," said a Boston man, "was in the 
summer of 1884. In those days the rail- 
road stopped short at Portsmouth, N. H. 
—12 miles distant—and the balance of the 
journey you mad» by coach. It is one ot 
the most attractive places I have ever 
visited. But I knew it in its stagecoach 
days, and prejudice haa kept me from re- 
turning since the railroad reached out 
and touched it. It was in this summer 
that I witnessed, one of the most remark- 
able sights it has ever been my luck to 
see. York harbor is a beautiful circular 
bay, into one end of which the river runs.
